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Session 105: How a phenomenon occurs 


Summary: 

By setting expectations/projections, phenomena may not occur. It usually happens 
spontaneous when humans do not interfere with their projections to inhibit it. If an 
individual reaches the mental control when there’re no projections, interventions from 
mental body, emotional body, they can produce phenomena, because they have 
removed the mental body completely.
